An Examination of the Facts Shows

Remaining 164 Contests Were Frivol-
ous, and Their Prompt Abamdonment
Reflects Upon the Genuineness and
Validity of the Remainder.

was LOTS, with 540 necessury to a
choice. Mr. Taft had 881 votes on the
first and only ballot and was declared
the nominee. *There were I[nstituted
agninst 238 of the delegates regularly
elected for Taft contests on Lehalf of
Roosevelt. These contests were avow-
edly instigated not for the purpose of
really securing seats in the convention,
not for the purpose of adducing evi-
dence which wonld lead nny respect-
able court to eutertain the contests, but
for the purpose of decelving the publie
into the bellef that Mr. Roosevelt hud
more votes than be really had, as the
conventions and primaries were in
progress for the selection of delegatea
This s not only a nacessary inference
from the charaeter of the contests, but
it was boldly avowed by the chief edl
tor of the newspapers owned by Mr.
Munsey, who has been Mr, Roosevelt's
chief fnancial and newspaper sup-
porter. The 238 contests were reduced
by sbandonment to seventy-four,

The very fact of thesa 104 frivolous
contests Itseif reflects upon the genu-
fneness and vnlidity of the remainder
The seventy-four delegates include six
at large from Arizonsa, four at large
from Kentucky, four at large from In
dinnn, six at large from Michigun,
elght nt large from Texas and elght at
Iarge from Washington, and also two
district delegntes each from the Ninth

CONTESTED DELEGATES AT
LARGE,
Arizona,

In the Arizona convention there were
ninety-three votes. All the delegntes—
slx in number—were to be selected at
large. The counties were entitled to se-
lect thelr delegates through thelr coun-
ty committee or by primary. In one
county, Maricopn, a majority of the
committee declded to select its dele-
gates and a minority to have a pri-
mary. In other ecounties there were
some contests, and the sttae commit-
tee, following the usage of the national
committee, gave n bearing to all con
testants in order to make up the tem-
porary roll Theres was a clear major
ity of the Taft delegates among the
uncontested delogates. The committes
made up the temporary roll and then
thore was a Loit, slxty-four remaining
in the ball and twenty-five withdraw-
ing therefroms. The cuse of the Taft
majority was so clear that 1t is difflcult
to understand why a contest was muade

Indiana,

In Indiana the four Taft delegates at
large were elected In a state conven
tlon to which Marfon county, in which
Indinnopolis {s situate, was entitled to
128 votes. A primary was held In In
dinnapolls, at which Taft polled 8.000
and Roosevelt 1,400 votea. This gave
Tarft 1080 delegutes In the stite conven
tion from Marlon county, and if they
were properly sented the control of the
convention by a large majority was
conceded o Toaft. Attempt was mnde
to impench the returns from Marton
county by charges of frand and ropeat-
ing. These churges were of 4 general
charneter, without speclfication except
a8 to one ward out of fifteen wnrds,
and then the Impeaching witness sd
mitted he could not elalm fraod enough
to change the result in that woard, I'he
national committes, upon which there
were [ffteen antl-Taft men, rejectsd
the Roasevelt contestants and gave the
Tuft delegates thelr seats by n unnnl
mous vote., Senntor Borabh and Mr.
Frauk B. Kellogg, both Roosevelt men,
moade sped-hies In explaining the voteg
in wililch they soid that the case turned
wholly on the Marfon county primary,
and as there was no evidence to lm-
peach tha result certified, the title of
the Taft delegates was elear. This s

Michigan.

In Michignt the state convention
had In it about 1,200 delegates. There
were only two counties In dispute or
eontest.  One was Wayne county, In
which Detroit {s situnted, and the other
was Calhoun county. The evidence
left no doubt that the Taft men car
ried by a very Inrge majority Wayne
county, but it was |mmaterial whether
this was trne or not, because, leaving
out both Wayne eounty and Calhoun
county, the only countles In contest,
the Taft delegates outnumbered LY
several hundred the Roosevelt dele
gates, and they had a clear majority
out of tha total number of votes that
shoukd have been in the conventlon.
The contest was so weak as to hardly
merit recital

Texan

In Texns there were M0 countles, of

which four have no county govern

ment. ‘The 245 counties under the call |

of the convention were allowed to have
something over 1,000 delegates, repre
senting them, who were given aunthor
ity to cast 248 votea Of the 245 coun:
tles there were ninety-nine counties In
which the total Republican vote was
but 2,000, in fourtesn of which there
were no Republican voters, In twenty
seven of which there were less than
ten each and In wone of which was
there any Republican orgnnization and
in none of which had a primary or eon-
ventlon been helld It was shown that
Calonel Ceell Lyon, to whom had been
assigned as reforee the disposition of
the patronage of the national Repub-
lican administration for ten years lo
the state, had been in the habit of con
trolling the HRepublican state conven
tion by securing from two federal of
ficeholders {u each of these nipety-nine
counties a cortificate granting a proxy
to Colonel Lyon or a friend of his to
represent the county as if regularly
conferred by a Republican county or
ganlzationn ‘The national committee
and the committee on credentinls and
the convention after the fullest investl
| gation decided that these ninety-nine
counties In which the Repnblican vote
wns so small and in which there was
no Repablcan party, no convention, no
primary, po organization, was not the
proper source for a proxy to glve a
vote equal to that to be cast by the
other 140 countes in which there was
2 Republican organigation and in
which primaries or conventions were
held. The two commitices therefore
held snch nlnety-nlue proxies to be
fllegal and not the basis of proper rep
resentation. The two tribunals whoe
heard the case docided that they should
deaduct the ninety.-nine votes from the
total of 243 nnd glve the representation
to those who controlled the majority
of the remainder. The remainder was
162 votes, and out of that the Taft
wen bad earried elghty-nine counties,
having ninety votes. This gave to the
Taft men a clear majority in the state
convention and with 1t elght delegutes
ut large
WASHINGTON.
The oontest in Washington turned on
the guestion whether the Tuft dele
gates appointed by the county com-
mittee in King county, in which Seattls
18 sltuate, were duly elected to the
| convention or whether a primary,
| which was subsequently held and ot
which Roosevelt delegates were elect
ed, was properly called, so that its re
sult was legal. Under the law the
county committee had the power to de
clde whether it would select the dele
gates directly or should call a primary
In some countles of the state one
course was pursued and {n other coun-
ties the other. In King county the
committes consisted of 250 men, the
majority of whom were for Taft, and
that majority, scting through Its exec
utlve committies, selected the Taft dele-
gutes to the state convenlion. Mean
time the city councll of Seattle had re
districted the city It before had 250
precincts, Now substautially the same
territory wus divided up Into 351 pre
cinetas The chalrman of the county
committee was 8 Roosevelt man e
had been given authority by genernl
resolution to flll vaeancles occurring in
the committen. A general meeting of
the committes had been held after the
city counecll had directed the redistrict
Ing of the city, In which It was re
solved, the chalrman not dissenting
that representatives could not be se
lected to Q) the 831 new precinets un
tll an election was held in Beptember,
1012 Thereafter nnd in spite of this
concluslon the chalrman assumed the
right by bls appolutment to ndd to the
existing committee 131 precinct comn
mitteemen, and with these voting o
the committee it 18 clalmed that a pri
mary was ordered, There was so much
confusion In the meeting that this is
doubtful. However, the fact s that
the, Taft men protested against any
netion by a committee 80 constituted
on the ground that the chalrman had
no nutbhority to appoint the 181 pew
committecmen. They refused to take
part in the primary, and so did the La

CONTESTED DISTRICT DELE-
GATES.
ALABAMA.

Ninth District,

The Ninth Alnbama cotitest torned
on the question whether the chalrman
of a distriet committee had power to
1l wvacauncles, whether a committce
man who had sent his resignation to
take effect only in cnse he was not
present, belng present, should be pre
vented from acting as committeemnn,
! and, third, on the dentity of another
ecommitteeman. The written resolu

tion uonder which the right of the
| chairman to appoint to vacancles wns
claimed showed on its face that the
specific aothority was written In iIn
different writing and differentjcolored
pencll batween the lines. A number of
affidarits were flled by committeemen
who were present when the resolution
was passed to show that the resoly
tion contalned no soch authority. This
gave rise to a question of fact upon
which a very large majority of both
the national committee and the com
mittee on credentials held that the
lead pencil insertion was a forgery.
| that the chalrman did not have the an
|thol'1t}‘ therefore to appoiut to the
vacancles, and therefore the action of
his committee was not valld This
made it necessary to reject the contest
ants, The commitiee declded the two
other Issues of fact before them In
favor of the Taft contention, although
the first decislon was conelusive.

ARKANSAS.
Fifth District

In the Fifth Arkansas the question
was one of the ldentity of one faction
or the other as the Republican party.
This convention followed the example
of the convention of 1908 In holding
that what was known as the Redding
faction was not the Republican party,
that It was a defunct organlzation and
had only acquired Iife at the end of
each four years for the purpose of
vsing it in the nationnl convention
The contestants were therefore rejoct
el It was shown that the other or
Taft had been In active existence as
the Republican party, had nominated
a local ticket and bad run & congress
man.

CALIFORNIA.
Fourth District.

The Fourth Callfornia presented this
question: Under the state law the dele
gation, two from each district, was
elected on & general ticket, In a group
of twentysix Each delegate might
elther express his presidentinl prefer
ence or agree to vote for the presiden
tial candidate recelving the highest
| number in the statse. In the Fourth
district the two eandidates from that
district on the Taft ticket expressed
a preference for Taft, but Ald not
agree to vote for the candidates hav
ing the highest etate vote. Thess Taft
delegates In the Fourth district re
cadved a majority of 200 more than
the Roosevelt delegates In that dis
trict. ‘The national call forbade any
law or the nacceptance of any law
which prevented the electlon of dele
gutes by districts. In other words, the
| eall of the nationel convention was at
J variance with the state law. The state

law sought to enforce the state unit
| rule and required the whole twenty
| lx delegates to be voled for all over

the state, assigning two to each dis
triet on the ticket to ablde the wtate
| wide eleetion, while the Republlican
pational convention has insisted opon
tho unit of the district since 1880, That
h.ns been the party law. This conven-
| tion recognizad the party law and held
it to be more binding than that of the
state law and allowed the two dele
| gntes who had recelved In the Fourth
| district a vote larger than thelr two
opponents assigned to that Aistrict, to
become delegntes In the econvention
This was clearly lawful, for n state has
no power to lmit or control the basls
| of representation of a voluutary nn
tlonal party in a national econvention
The fact that Presldent Taft by tele
gram approved all the twenty-six dele
gates as representing him Is sald to be
an estoppel nagiulnst his clalming the
election of two of those delegntes in
thelr Foorth district. What is there
inconsisteut in his approving the can
didacy of all his delogates and the
election of two of them? Why should
| he be thus estopped to clalm that part
of the law was {noperntive beenuse In
eonfllet with the eall of the convention
INDIANA.
Thirteanth District
| In the Thirteenth Indiana there was
no question about the victory of the
Faft men, becnuse the temporary chair
man representing the Tauft skde was
conceded to have been elected by one
balf a vote more than the Roosevell
candidate. This one-half vote extended
through the rlotous proceedings, nnd
although it was not ns wide as a barn
door it was enough. The chalrman put
the question ns to electing the Taft
delegutes, and after continuous objec
tion lasting three bours declared the

an earrled. The Rooserelt men thus
prevented a roll eall and then bolted

KENTUCKY.
Savanth District,

In the Seventh Kentneky dintelot the
totil vote of the conventlon was 113
There were eontests from four coun
tles, Involvipg olioety-fve votes AC
cording to the rules of party in
Kentueky, where two seats of ereden

tials are presented those delegites
whose eredentinls are approved by the
county chalrman are enttled to par
ticipnte in the temporary orgnnigatien,
On the temporary eoll the Taft c¢hnlr
mnn was electd by ninety-elght votes
nnd forty-seven votes were cast for the
Roosevelt candidate. The committee
on credentinls was then appolnted, con-
#lsting of one membor named by ench
county delegntion. The majority re
port of the committee was adopted
ouaniinously by the conveution, no del

egntion whose sents were contested
being permitted to vote on s own
cnse.  As =o0n ns the majority report

of the credentinls committee had been
ndopted,
ed. There was not the slightest reason
for sustaining the eontest for Roosevelt
fdelegates

Eighth District.

The Elghth Kentucky dlstrict wns
composed of ten connties having 103
votes, of which elghty-two were neces
ATy to a cholee. There wus no con
test In five of the counties, and al-
though the Roosevelt men elulmed that
there was one In Spencer county no
contest wns presented against  the
seating of the regularly elected Taft
delegates from that connty. This gave
the Taft delegates elghty-four votes. or
two more thun were necessary for n
cholce. In other words, assuming that
the Roosevelt men were entitled to all
the delegates fromn the countles in
which they filed contests In the dls-
triet convention there remained n clear
majority of uncontested delegates who
voted for the Taft delegates to Chi
CREO.

OKLAHOMA.
Third District,

In the Third Oklahoma district the
question of the valldity of the seats of
the delegntes turned en the constitu-
tion of the congressional committes,
which was made up of twelve Taft
men and seven Roosevelt men. The
chairman, Cochran, was a Roosevelt
man and attempted to prevent the ma-
jority of the committee from taking
faction. The chanirman was removed
and another substituted, and thereupon
the convention was duly called to onler
on the temporary roll prepared by the
congressional committes, which was
made the permanent roll, and the two
Taft delegates to Chicago were duly
selecte. Every county in the dstrict
had its representation and vote in the
regular convention, and no person
properly aecredited as a delegate was
exclnded or debarred from participat-
Ing in its procesdings. Cochran and
his followers bolted after his deposi
tHon. Assumiog that all the committes
who went out with him had the right
to act on the committee, it laft the
committee standing twelve for Taft
and seven for Roosevelt, so It was sim-
ply a question whether & majority of
the committee had the right to eontrol
ita action or a minority.
sonvention which Cochran held was
oot attended by a majority of the duly
slected delegates to the convention. It
aid not have the credentials from the
various counties, and its membership
was largely made up of bystanders
who had not been duly accredited by
iny county in the district Its action
was entirely without authority.

TENNESSEE,
Becond District.

In the Second Tennessee dlstrict
there were Afty-nine delegates uncon-
tested out of & possible total of 108 In
the convention. There were forty-nine

| contested. The Roosevelt contestnnts

l

In the forty-nine refused to abide the
flecision of the eommittee on ereden-
tinls and withdrew, leaving fifty-nine
uncontested delegates, These Ofty-
nine delegates, part of whom were
Roosevelt men, remained in the con
vention, appointed the proper commit-
tees, settled contests and proceeded to
seloct Taft delegates. There can be
no question about the valldity there-
fore of thelr title.

TEXAS,
First Distriet,

The only remalning districts are the
aine districts from Texns Of these the
FFirst dlstrict was composed of eléven
rounties, each county having one vote,
pxcept Cass county, which had twe.
The executive committee, composed of
e represenptative from each county,
made up the tempopary roll, and in the
bontests Nlled from two ceuntlies sent
M both delegntes with one-half vote
mmch, The convention elected the two
Taft delegntes, giving them ten and
pne<juarter votes. Each county wns
represented In this vote. A milnority
reprasenting one and three-quarters
votes bolted the regular convention
pnd held a rump meeting. The na-
tlonal committee by unanmimous wvofe
feclded the contest in favor of the
Taft delegate.

Sscond District.

In the Becond Texns dlstrict there
were fourteen countles, Two counties
were found not to have held conven-
dons and one eounty to have no dele
pale prasent. The counventlon was
then constitoted by the delegations
that held regular credentials. The re
port of the commlitiee on credentinls
was accepled upon roll call, and then
the representatives of fAve counties
withdrew from the hall. The repre
sentatives of four of thesa counties
held a romp convention. The regular
ronvention remalned in sesslon severa)
hours, appointed the vsual committecs,
which retired and made thelr reports,
which were accepted, and slected two
Taft dolegates to the natlonal conven.
oo and certified thelr election in due
